Christley Vaught moved from Augusta Co., Va. to Montgomery County many years prior 
‘te the Revolutionary War. His father was either Casper Vaught or his brother, Andrew. It 
t= mown that Christley was a grandson of Johan Paul Vaught, who was in Augusta Co., Va. 
@eeerly as 1750. Christley married Elizabeth ---. He died Aug. 9, 1830. His children 
were George, Christley, Jr. and Henry. 


George Vaught married Christiana Phillippi and settled on lands on Cripple Creek near 
ter Springs, Va. about 1775. Their children were: Andrew, John, Charles, Abraham, 
Peeeph, Peter, Jefferson, George, David, Mary, Elizabeth and Christiana.
